The new breeds of turkey are 
so easy toroast. Just follow the 
directions on the package; I have 
fond that those little buttons 
that rise when the turkey is 
done are fool-proof. 

Broccoli is my family's 
favorite vegetable, they 
especially like it with this 
creamy cheese sauce and | will 
add pimentos or stuffed olives 
for color. 

Cheese sauce for broccoli 
2t. butter 
2 T. flour 
2 cups milk 
‘Ye tsp. salt 
dash of red pepper 
1 cup shredded cheese 
Ya cup pimento cut up or sliced 
stuffed olives 
Melt the butter, add the flour 
and blend well, then gradually 
add the milk stirring constantly 
until thick. Add seasonings and 
cheese. Pour over the broccoli in 
a pretty serving dish. This is a 
time when we use our best 
dishes. 

I like to make old time goodies 
using modern methods and of 
course we must have cran- 
berries. _ Cranberries are 


traditional for Thanksgiving. 
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They might have been eaten. on

They gathered them wild where 
they grew. abundantly. in bogs 
along the rivers in New England 
and Canada. In the 1800s sailors 
were eating them at sea to 
prevent scurvy; they are rich in 
vitamin C. Our cranberries are 
now grown commercially in nor- 
thern U.S. and Canada where 
the water levels are scien- 
tifically controlled. 

Cranberry Cherry Salad 
From “Mabel’s Kitchen” 
Cindy Newell Perry 
2 cups fresh cranberries and 11/2 
cups water. Cook to “pop”. Stir 
in one small box cherry jello. 
Refrigerate until partially set. 
Then add ¥% cup chopped celery, 
'‘e cup nutmeats, and ‘ 
teaspoon salt. Pour into mold 

and refrigerate overnight.
